MPEP 714.13 states that Applicant cannot, as a matter of right, amend any finally rejected claims, except when an amendment merely 
cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, removes issues for appeal, or in some way requires only cursory review by the examiner. 
While Applicants amendments have overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 over Schouten, and the rejections under 35 U.S.C 103 
over Barany in view of Godfrey, said amendments raise new issues under 35 U.S.C. 103 and 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, requiring 
more than a "cursory review." Therefore, the present amendments will not be entered. 

Specifically, the proposed language to claim(s) 1 that recites, "wherein the labeled structure-specific nuclease probe comprises a flap that 
does not substantially hybridize to the addressable portion" and "a flap endonuclease (FEN)" raises new issues under U.S.C 103 as it 
changes the scope of previously rejected claim 1 to overcome the teachings of Schouten and Barany. Claim 1 as previously presented 
does not require that the labeled probe have a flap that does not substantially hybridize to the addressable portion. Furthermore, claim 1 
as previously presented does not require the amplification reaction composition to contain a FEN. Further examination would be required 
to properly consider the propsed amendments. 

Furthermore, the proposed langauge that recites, "does not substantially hybridize" raises new issues under U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the term -substantially-, i.e. a practitioner 
would not know what degree of hybridization qualifies as "substantial" hybridization. 
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
